On February 23, 1951, the Bureau was advised in a 
letter to the Director, subject APPLICANT CASES, CIA AGENCY 
CHECKS, that the Central Intelligence Agency was then requiring • 
approximately twentyfour days between the submission of flimsies 
to that agency and their return to the FBI. The reasons for 
this delay included lack of personnel, expansion of v CIA and 
increased work load imposed by the FBI and other agencies. The 
following information applies to all case's generally requiring 
CIA checks. 

The situation between February 23, 1951, and April 25, 
1951 , deteriorated until, as of the latter date, the interval 
between submission and return of flimsies had lengthened to 45 
days except for those cases where the "Deadline Must be Met”, 
White House Inquiries, Bureau Applicants and the extremely urgent 
cases which were especially handled in a period of approximately 
four days. However, the Bureau 1 s attention is- directed to the 
fact that the number of such cases had to be kept to a minimum 
in order bo insure expeditious treatment.
